of my time, I sit with my teacher end 
point out different objects and then try 
to catch the word he gives me# paying 
strict attention to the intonation of the 
word. Then I try to act out different 
motions and get the word fer v/hat I have 
just dene# although this often ends in the 
teacher misunderstanding the acting and 
giving a wrong word 1 . . . One day after 
acting out the word for * preaching 1 the 
teacher gave me what I thought was the 
proper word, but when I used it later 
that day# I learned to my dismay that he 
had given me the word for one who is crazy. 

”For a while each day I help in the 
Dispensary on the compound. One day a 
little boy of about ten walked two miles 
to the mission with a broken leg. Of 
course it was very swollen and sore, so I 
treated him and set his leg. and then band- 
aged it up and had him taken home, A few 
days later I went to see him and found him 
in a dirty little hut lying on a mat with 
his mother beside him using her •charms * 
to chase the evil spirits that brought 
sickness to her, boy,

ple, The Roman Catholics are making great 
inroads throughout the section and the 
opposition is growing daily, .
